My 
eldest son was born with a hole in the heart, he had 
three major operations to repair this issue. I’m so 
incredibly grateful to the surgeons, doctors, consultants 
and nurses who helped care for him allowing him to 
lead a normal life working in the railway industry. 


I’m 
really proud of him. However, speaking to him I know 
that the NHS is now really suffering after years of 
underinvestment.

says. “In the face of great personal risk, they 
worked every hour possible to help the country 
in our hour of need. 


“But as the pressures of the pandemic ease, the 
extent of our NHS crisis is laid bare. People are 
waiting weeks for a simple GP referral, 
ambulances can take hours to arrive, mental 
health appointments and routine operations 
have been delayed for months. 


“Sadly, years of underinvestment in the NHS 
have led us to this point.” 


For many Sheffield residents, even getting 
a routine GP appointment can be very 
hard. 


With more doctors leaving the profession every 
week due to the unrelenting pressure, the 
situation shows no sign of improvement.
